American may have learned or read 
in interesting story of the preuorse 
Bar days, when linas of buses were 
the principal means of transporta- 
tion between lower and upper New 
York. The story is illustrative of a 
well authenticated event in New 
York's history. 


One evening a gentleman and bis 


wife, after leaving the theater, got 
into a bus to go home. There were 
in the bns besides themselves only 
a party of three—a drunken man 
and two companions, who were car- 
ing for him. This drunken man was 
very drunk. Every time the;-bns 
bnmped he lurched, and it took all 
his companions* -care to keep ^bim 
straight on his seat Finally Forty- 
second street was reached. One of 
the drunken man's companions pull- 
ed the strap and stopped the bus- 
They bolstered the drunken man np 
in a corner and told him to "brace 
np" and to remember to get out 
when'tlie bns reached the" end of 
the line, assuring him that his home' 
was "only just around the corner," 
arid that he could get t^re without 
trouble. To all of this the drunken 
man returned otJy a stupid stare. 
The bus started on, and at the first 
lurch the drunken man fell prone 
upon the floor. The gentleman, 
moved br pity, got up and went over 
to him to help him back upon his 
seat. Having accomplished this, he 
pulled the strap and motioned to his 
wife to get out, although they were 
yet some blocks from their destina- 
tion. When* they had alighted, the 
gentleman asked his wife what she 
thought was the matter with the 
man. She said, "Very drank, I sup- 
pose." 


"No,"he replied, "That man's 


throat has been cut from ear to ear." 


It is asserted that ihis is a true 


story; that the murderers took this 
unusual and daring way of disposing 
of their victim's body, aad that the 
murder was ever afterward a mys- 
tery, no clew ever tracking it to the 


) murderers. Many persons regard 
the tale as entirely improbable. 
They do not believe that any men 
could take a corpse in a bus in such 
fashion undetected. Yet New York 
recently paralleled that case. 


In tha early evening a negro mur- 


derer, Caesar, took a bundle contain- 
ing the mutilated remains of his vic- 
tim on the platform of a Sixth ave- 
nue horse car and dropped it over an 
area railing by mistake without 
arousing a single suspicion in the 
mind of any one composing the big 
crowd that was constantly jostling 
him. 


Some may claim that the presence 


of the crowd was his safety, and 
that later in the evening, the time 
of the story above tojd, he would 
have been in greater danger of de- 
tection. This may or may not be 
so. The only purpose here is to call 
attention to the fact, so often illus- 
trated, that what pass for the im- 
probabilities,of fiction are often cu- 
riously paralleled in the actual ex- 
periences of real life.—Water bury 
American.

Color of the Glass &t Kow. 


It is known that the use of glass 


of a green : int has for half a century 
bcea a characteristic peculiarity of 
the plant houses at Few gardens. In 
1889 
tho experiment was made of 


substituting white glass for green 
in the east wing of the tropical fern 
:ouse 
This was the result of the 


observation of tbe successful culti- 
vation by Sir Trevor Lawrence of 
fems with full exposure to the light 
at Burford, near Dorking. The im- 
provement in the growth of the 
plants was remarkable. 
In 1892 a 


portion of tbe west wing was also 
reglazcd in the same manner, an<3 
the now temperate iernhouse was 
wholly glazed with white glass. The 
result with tho gloicbenias and other 
half tardy ferns was everything thai 
could be desired. As the result it 
has now been determined to abandon 
tho future use of 'green glass alto 
gather. — London News.
